Marina Is Ordered 
to Appear in , N. O. 
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Held Necessary Witness 
in Murder Probe 



With one out-of-state Kennedy 
death probe witness in New Or- 
leans, District Attorney Jim 
Garrison seemed assured Thurs- 
day of getting another — the 
widow of accused assassin Lee 
Harvey Oswald. 

Texas District Court Judge 
John Mead ruled in Dallas 
that Mrs. Marina Oswald Por- 
ter must come to New Or- 
leans, and said she is a “ma- 
terial and necessary witness” 
in the investigation c<f the 
murder of President John F. 
Kennedy. 

The witness already in New 
Orleans, T h o mas Edward 
Beckham, appeared in Crim- j 
inal District Court Thursday, 
but his appearance before the 
Orleans Parish Grand Jury 
was re-scheduled for Feb. 15. 
Mrs. Porter’s husband accom- 
panied her to the hearing on 
G arrison’a subpena under the in- 
terstate agreement for the re- 
turn of witnesses. 

TRAVELING EXPENSES 
She would not comment after i 
; the hearing, but she has said 
: previously she would return to 
New Orleans “if I have to.” 

She is scheduled to go before 
the grand jury Feb. 8 and 9. 

, Judge Mead presented a check 
from Garrison’s office for travel- 
' ing expenses to Mrs. Porter. 

• In New Orleans, Beckham, 

‘ 27, asked the court for time 
1 to confer with his attorney, 

1 newly elected state Rep. Ed- 
! ward H. Booker. 

Assistant District Attorney 
J ames L. Alcock agreed to the 
delay, and Judge Matthew S. 
SBraniff told Beckham to ap- 
pear before the jury at 9 a.m. 
Feb. 15 “without further no- 
tice.”

Another was an unidentified 
brother of Beckham, and the 
third was Herman Henning, 
who carried credentials as an 
auxiliary sheriff. Two other 
brothers of Beckham were 
also with him.

THREATENED, CLAIM 
. ^ As for the bodyguards, Beck- 
. ham said he needs them be- 
cause he has been threatened 
' in Omaha and in New Orleans. 
Beckham said his mother, a 
New Orleans resident, has had 
telephone calls from persons 
who said he would be hurt if he 
went before the jury. 

Before. Beckham’s arrival in 
court newsmen went to Book- 
1 er’s office .at 2538 Tulane ave., 

' only to find that no interviews 

■ were being held. 

• Garrison’s subpena said Beck- 
ham was an associate of the 
late David William Ferrie, who 
has a prominent part in Gar- 
rison’s theories. It said both! 
were ordained priests in the 
‘old Orthodox Catholic Church 
of North America.” 

AUDITOR HEARD 
The subpena also alleged that 
Beckham was reportedly in Dal- 
las in November of 1963, the 
month of 'the assassination. 

The grand jury did hear leg- 
islative auditor James B. Lan- 
caster, but it was not explained 
why. Lancaster only said his 
appearance “was not because of 
anything our audits have un- , 
covered.”. ,
